Started in 2002 as a way to bring together individual state 
QSO parties under one roof it has been growing ever since. For those of us that competed in past events this is all ‘old 
hat’, but with the new batch of hams coming on board this year | thought | would review the contest and point out some 
reasons why you will want to play! 


The purpose of NEQP is to put all 67 New England counties on the air for others to work. If you are operating from 
New England you have become the DX and stations will be calling you. Isn’t that a nice change? There are prizes, 
plaques and certificates available for good performance including a nice lobster dinner for the highest scoring single 
operator station outside of New England. You can count on Paul, N4PN to be out there looking for his 6th dinner this 
year. 


In addition to the lobster dinner a number of clubs, including HCRA, sponsor a beautiful plaque. The one sponsored by 
HCRA is for the highest scoring station in Hampden County. Do you think you could win it this year? In years past it 
has taken less than 100 contacts so who know, this years winner could be you! 


The contest is on the HF bands only and includes both phone and CW. Unlike other contests the hours are reasonable 
and it isn’t necessary to dedicate your entire weekend (unless of course you want to) and still have fun. There are a lot 
of ways to enter, even if you don’t have an HF station. A number of HCRA members have always been willing to open 
their station up for others to help operate. It’s a good way to spend some time with an experienced ham and learn 
about radio, propagation and contesting. Don’t have the correct class license? That’s OK too, while visiting the station 
you can use the privileges of the station operator (called a control operator) and get your feet wet operating as well.

The volume was all the way up. The preamps were on. The narrowest filter in the arsenal was running. 
My left hand was pushing the headphones into the side of my head, as if that would help me hear him better. 
My right hand was poised on the key, ready to send. Finally, came that "QRZ?" I pounced, cranking out my 
never-ending suffix in a /ightning-quick eight words-per-minute. 

He didn't hear me. The bands were terrible, and a massive static crash had fallen right down on the fre- 
quency. We were working split, and the usual “late arrivals" were calling him on his much beleaguered transmit 
frequency. I waited to hear the "QRZ?" again, and when I did, out came my callsign, maybe at a blistering nine 
words-per-minute this time. 

He didn't hear me. I started the waiting game again. The funny part was, I still wasn't sure of his call- 
sign. The pileup was absolutely massive, though. Everyone else was in an equal state of unawareness, sending "?" 
and “UR CALL?" over and over, hoping he would send his call. He had not yet, so I continued calling, if only to 
keep my place in “line”, if he had assembled one.

DX for the upcoming month should be very interesting. We'll see activation from a few entities that we 
haven't seen in awhile. Hopefully, their operators will feel the need to send their callsign: 


3D2RI will be in FIJI from May 3-7. QSL via UR3HR, or direct to PO Box 55, Poltava, 36000 Ukraine. 


9H3RZ and 9H3EZ will light up the WARC bands from Malta, May 4-18. The focus will be on CW with 
some RTTY. QSL via DL3KWR or DL3KWF. 


ON7AU, YNZIC, and 9N7TE will play 40-10m using SSB, CW, RTTY, and PSK31 from Nepal. This is by 
JA2AAU, JA2AIC, and JAZATE; QSL via the home call(s). Look for them May 10-15. 


Mexico will be seen as 4A3IH from Roqueta Island (NA-183). Look for them on HF as well as 6 meters; 
CW, SSB, digital, and satellite. QSL via the buro or direct. This operation goes from May 14-19, and 21-26. 


Guernsey will be active as GP8LED/P from May 26-June 1. No QSL information was reported, but I sus- 
pect the home calls, MODEL or 2EOTSW, will be good direct. 


Don't forget about the WPX CW contest, May 26-27. You can find times and rules on cqwpx.com. Just 
about everyone is a multiplier, so even us K1 guys will be needed (for the first couple hours, anyway). See if you 
can beat the Hampden County multioperator record set by KB1ISP(@KB1FWN) - a whopping 3 QSO's. 


Good luck this month! Lots of good DX, bands can't get any worse, and there's even a nice little contest 
mixed in there.

New England QSO Party Rules 


Object: To contact as many New England stations in as many New England counties as possible on 80-40-20-15-10m. 
(New England stations work anyone) 


Date: First full weekend of May (May 5-6, 2007 and May 3-4, 2008). 


Contest Period: 2000Z Saturday until O500Z Sunday (4pm EDT Saturday until lam EDT Sunday) and 1300Z Sunday 
until 2400Z Sunday (9am EDT Sunday until 8pm EDT Sunday). 


Categories: Single operator high power, low power and QRP categories, plus multi operator, single transmitter. Use the 
same four categories for mobiles. Single operator stations using assistance during the contest (packet or Internet 
spotting nets, etc.) will compete in the multi single category. 


Contest Exchange: Send signal report and state/province (DX stations send signal report and "DX"). New England sta- 
tions send signal report, county and state. 


Valid Contact: Work New England stations once per band/mode. New England stations work anyone(and must copy the 
county for New England stations worked). CW contacts must not be made in the phone band segments. Mobiles can be 
worked again in new counties. County line QSOs should be logged as two separate QSOs. Crossmode, crossband and 
repeater QSOs are not permitted. 


QSO Points: Count one point per phone QSO, two points per CW (includes digital modes)QSO. 


Multiplier: Stations outside of New England use counties as multipliers for a total of 67 CT/8 MA/14 ME/16 NH/10 
RI/5 VT/14). New England stations use states(50), Canadian provinces(14) and DXCC countries as multipliers. 


Scoring: Total score is QSO points times the multiplier. Mobiles count QSO points per county and multipliers from all 
counties (counted once). 


Suggested frequencies: CW - 3540 7035 14040 21040 28040, SSB - 3850 7280 14280 21380 28380 


Reporting: Logs should indicate times in UTC, bands, modes, calls and complete exchange. Multipliers should be clearly 
marked in the log. New England stations put your club's name on the summary sheet. Entries must be submitted within 
30 days and sent to NEQP, PO Box 3005, Framingham MA 01705-3005 or via e-mail to logs@neqp.org (Cabrillo for- 

mat preferred). Senda large SASE for a printed copy of the results. 


Awards: Certificates will be awarded to the top scorers (25 QSO minimum) in each New England county, U S state, 
Canadian province and DXCC country. There are thirty twenty plaques available to be awarded to top scorers, and some 
special awards are available to non-New England stations (check the web site for the current list).
